rival the ‘“‘Man with the Iron Mask.” 

The young prisoner in the Four Courts 
holdover, who demanded $6000 from Judge 
Madill, President of the Union Trust Co., 
offering him the alternative of death, has 
@o far baffled every attempt by those who 
have sought to identify him. 

The St. Louls police confess they cannot 
solve the puzzle; the police of other cities 
have been appealed to, go far without suc- 
cess, 

As an aid to a possible solution the 
camera has been brought into use, and 
eo has that clever system originated by 
Bertillion of Paris. The prisoner has been 
measured go that even the length of his 
ears, his jaw and his nose are known. The 
color of his eyes, the length of his hair 
have been noted, and these accurate ‘de- 
scriptions, in which every detail figures, 
will to-day be sent broadcast over the coun- 
try, providing strenuous efforts, made in 
other directions, fail to disclose that which 
justice demands—the name and history of 
the young man who planned and attempted 
to carry out one of the most daring rob- 
beries of record in this city. 

Aside from this mystery the prisoner a& 
the Four Courts igs most interesting. At- 
torney Jesse McDonald, one of two men 
who hold the key to a solution, and who 
is forbidden by professional reasons from 
furnishing it to the authorities, says his 
client igs of no particular consequence and 
that his family is not prominent. 

Yet this new mystery of the Four Courts 
is a young man of more than ordinary 
intelligence; his language, when he con- 
descends to speak at all, denotes a thor- 
ough education, and his manner refine- 
ment. , 

His clothing would indicate that he holds 
or once held a position in soclety—when it 
ts taken in connection with refinement of 
manner—and this hypothesis bars of course 
the theory that he {s a criminal and has 
figured before in police affairs—and to this 
Mr. McDonald has entered a positive de- 
nial 
This clothing consists of a white fedora 
hat, a blue-black overcoat of melton, a 
dlack frock suit of dark goods with a light 
stripe, tan shoes, oxbiood color, and point- 
ed toes, On his hand are two plain gold 
rings. 

This clothing is comparatively new. Yet 
he does not wear it as one unaccustomed 
to new things; rather as one who wishes 
to always appear neat and dressed in the 
Jatest style 
This “John Smith” is young, not possibly 
over 2, perhaps not that age. Why, his up- 
per lip and chin indicate that he has never 
used a razor. Yet he has the self-confidence 
of a voteran, and is as cool and self-pos- 
sessed under the most trying circumstances 
@6 a man could be, seated In his library, en- 
joying a good cigar and a novel. 

Some of the most desperate criminals 
hav been broken down in the police ‘‘sweat- 
box."’ This room, where by bulldozing, ca- 
joling and threaténing, detectives worm se- 
crets from those who defy the laws, evi- 
dently had no terrors for “John Smith.” He 
answers such questions as he wants to, and 
to others he pays no aitention. Those he 
has answered have furnished no ciew. 

Chief Harrigan thought “John Smith's” 
hands might furnish a start for detectives, 
who are ready to commence on the slightest 
foundation. 
and somewhat coarse.

Fred Urfer, a trusted employe of the 
Bolland Jewelry Co., Seventh and Locust 
Streets, was arrested Thursday morning at 
the instance of Furlong’s Detective Agency. 

He is charged with having systematically 
robbed his employers of many thousands of 
dollars worth of goods, some of which were 
recovered from his home and from the jew- 
elry store of a relative. 

Urfer is only 22 years old. @ had been 
in the employ of the Bolland Jewelry Co. 
about ten years. 

“I practically raised him,” sald John F. 
Bolland, president of the company. “No man 
in our employ had our confidence so im- 
plicitly. Of late we have missed articles of 
so much value that we at last retained Mr. 
Furlong, in the hope of tracing the thief, 
whoever he might be, to his place of hiding. 
Urfer was the last man we would have sus- 
pected.”’ 

The young man lived with his mother and 
sisters at 1529A South Ninth street. His 
father died when Fred was only a boy and 
he went into the employ of Mr. Bolland as 
a messenger. Since then he has been stead- 
ily promoted, but it seems he Whs steadily 
pilfered from the firm until his etealings 
became noticeable. 

In this respect the case resembles that 
of young Rogers, who was arrested two 
years ago for similar conduct: in gon 
tion With the Mermod & Jaccard Jeet 
Co, 

In Urfer’s case the detectives began a 
system of shadowing that led them even- 
tually to put a closer watch upon the young 
man. It was learned he wore fine jewelry 
when not on duty and thac he nightly car 
ried small bundles to his home. 

It was further discovered that he had 
disposed of some jewelry and silverware 
to his grandfather, J. J. Martin, who keeps 
aemall jewelry store at 2100 Gravols avenue. 

A search was made early Thureday morn- 
ing of Urfer’s home, and the gooda disposed 
of to Martin were !dentified by Mr. Bolland. 
It took a long while to get all the rare and 
costly goods together, and they more than 
filled all the available space in three large 
hacks. 

There was enough silverware alone to 
stock a small retail jewelry house, besides 
valuable jewels which could be carried in 
the pockets of the officers. 

“TI cannot yet tell the value of the goods 
recovered,” said Mr. Holland, as they were 
being unloaded. “It will take some hours 
to appra'se them. 

“At a rough guess the value will exceed 
at least $10,000.

NATIONAL BOSSISM. 


Discussing the capture of the Government by 
a writer in a current magazine 


cre 


commercialism, 
explains the development of the boss system as 
the instrument for the control of government by 
special interests, but remarks that there has 
never been a national boss on account of the 
largeness of the field of national politics, The 
work has been done by State and municipal 
bosses. 

A year ago this remark would have passed 
without challenge, but under the guiding genius 
of Mark Hanna wonderful progress has been 
made in the development of a national machine 
controlled by a boss for the benefit of special 
interests. 

When Mr. Hanna, through a political syndicate, 
obtained control of the Republican National 
Convention he saw at once the advantage of a 
national machine and the opportunity to con- 
struct one. Under the old system political com- 
mercialism had to operate through the State 
bosses, all of whom had to be placated with 
spoils. 

Mr. Hanna set out to concentrate political 
power in the national committee. He packed the 
committee with zealous henchmen and gave them 
the spoils to distribute. He is forming a com- 
pact national machine, controlled by the national 
boss. 

The power of the machine has been demon- 
strated in the House of Representatives, where 
the bosses impose their will upon the majority 
through the machine, and thus absolutely control 
legislation. There is no longer debate or freedom 
of individual members. In the tariff bill and the 
Cuban matter the machine registered the will of 
the bosses and their financial backers. 

The Senate is harder to handle, but no one 
doubts that a clear Republican majority in that 
body would mean the instant. establishment in 
power of the Hanna machine. - 

In the matter of appointments the State bosses 
and delegations are no longer considered by the 
President, but he carries out the plans of the 
national bossa through the recommendations of 
his henchmen, the national committeemen. 

Bossism, under the fostering care of the politi- 
cal syndicate, has grown beyond the borders of 
the States. It has an effective machine running 
at the National Capitol and a boss installed at 
the White House.
